part of said territory j: that. from that: time uniil-Jate in. the autumn. 
of the same year, activd hostilities were carried tar between the na-. 
tive and white settlers of that region. Companies of volunteers 
from Oregon and California, were promptly mustered into service, to 
the numbar of some five hundred troops. ‘The savages were sub- 
dued, and a treaty of peace concluded with them. a Ee 
But, during the war, owing to the disconnected situation of the 
country, and its distance from navigable waters, or other sections of 
the coast, possessing extensive agricultural or commercial resources, 
reliance was mainly had for-the support of the forces in service, 
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updn the settlers of Rogue River. valley alone. Nor were they found 
Wanting in patriotism or liberality, for they voluntarily,came forward, 
Merchants, farmers and miners, and furnished the troops with sup. 
plies and forage, in many instances to the full extent of their privato 
fortunes ; so that when peace was established, numarous citizens, 
who before had enjoyed ample estates, found themselves much embar- 
rassed, or actually reduced to poverty. i 

The boldness of the savage incursions, unparalleled in the history 
of Indian warfare, rendered it necessary that the women and children 
be gathered into towns, or huddled together iu stockade forts. ` 

Settlers perished in the flames of their own houses, while deserted 
homesteads, and the ripening crops, became the common sacrifice of 
& anton conflagration. Many valuable lives were lost ; many men 
wounded, and a large amount of property destroyed. ‘ - 

_ Those who volunteered for the defence of the country, left lucra- 
tive employments and promising private enterprises. Common labor 
at that time, in that section of country, was valued at five dollars 
per day. Horses, ‘arms, &c:, were of proportionate value, with 
which nearly every- officer and soldier furnished himself, at bis own 
expense. ` ey, Lo ` 

n view of these facts, your memorialists would most respectfully 
but urgently solicit your honorable body to take this matter into m- 
mediate consideration, and make such provision, by law, in the pre- 
mises, as in wisdom may be deemed equitable and proper. 

But when such provision be mads, your memorialists would further 
urge that it should amount to something near to remunerative pay 
for services performed, and for property destroyed and appropriated. 
The ordinary pay of officers and soldiers of the United States Army, 
and the usual rates of commutation of rations, in cases where com- 
pa may have furnished their own supplies, would, in this case, 

ardly deserve the name of remuneration, and would furnish an ex- 
ample of but sorry encouragement for the liberal and impulsive sons 
of the Union, on the Pacific shores, in time of need, to enter the ser- 
vice of their country, or to furnish supplies upen the faith of the 
Government. 

- Many of the volunteers who served during thé war, are young 
men of migratory habits, aid adventurous spirits, to whom delay is 
this matter would be entire loss of their rights; therefore, we fur- 
ther that immédiaté and adequate provision be«made for the.

‘That having had 
the game under consideration, they find a seeming discrepancy an the 
reports of said officers. -The auditor, in his report, estimates the 
whole amount received into the treasury during the fiscal year, at 
three thousaud, one hundred and ninety five dollara and fourteen 
cents, (3,195 14),and the amount of expenditures for the same pe- 
riod, at three thousand, three hundred and fifty-nine dollars and fifty 
one cents, (3,359 51), feaving an estimated balance due the treasu- 
rér one hundred and sixty-four dollarsand thirty-seven cents, (164,37.) 

The report of the treasurer estimates-the whole amount received 
into the treasury since and remaining therein at the time of making 


thelast annual report, at five thousand three hundred and forty- ` 


three dollars and thirty-three cents, (5,343,338). Expenditures du- 


ring the seme period, five thousand three hundred and thirty-nino , 


dollars and five cents, (5,839,05), leaving a balance in the treasury 
of four dollars and twenty-eight cents, (4,28). ‘This difference your 
committee find, arises from tivo-causes, First, the report of the Au- 
ditor embraces the receipts and expenditures of the fiscal year, com- 
mencing Feb. Ist, 1853, whilst the report of the Treasurer includes 
all the receipts and expenditures since the last annual report, made 
Dec. 7th, 1852. Second, there not bemg any penalty attached to 
the law requiring all persons paying money into the treasury, to file 
a duplicate receipt with the auditor, and in consequence of this many 
persons holding duplicate reccipts,have neglected to file them, leaving 
no data by which the auditor can charge the Treasurer. 
_ Your committee would therefore recommend that the law regula- 
ting the treasury department may be so amended, that the auditor 
and treasurer may be required to report from the same date, also 
that some penalty be imposed for neglect to file duplicate receipts in 
the office of the auditor within some reasonable time.

this population now obtain a large amount of the merchandise from 
Wmpgna harbor. ; 

. That the Umpqua river at the present time furnishes a favorable 
pass through the coast range of mcuntams, trom the interior valleys, 
to the sea-coast. : a : 

That the trade-of Scottsburgh, the principal town on Umpqua 
river, is now as large and of as much importance as that of any other 
place on the Pacific coast, between San Francisco and Columbis: 
river, That Scottsburgh is located at the bead of tide water oa 
Umpqua river, about twenty-five miles from.its entrance. 

That two river steamers are now constantly and profitably engaged 
in the carrying trade between Scottsburgh and the mouth of the 
Umpqua, and the experience of more than two years has proved that, 
Umpqua river is second only in importance to the Columbia. 

That the mail steamer now leaves a mail at Port Orford, a place 

-on the coast destitute of-all commuhication with the interior, by 
which arrangement only about five hundred persons are accomodated. 

That the mails are now taken to Astoria and thence up the Co- 
lumbia river and Willamette valley to Umpqua valley, and the coun- 
try farther south, a tedious and circuitous route of more than five 
hundred miles, causing a delay of several weeks ia the transporta- 
tion. 

That your memorialiats are convinced that Umpqua harbor is the 
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only portion the coast from whence the residents of the valleys 
above named, can obtain direct and certain communication by mail 
with California and the Atlantic States, under the present mail con- 
tract. 

That the conyenience and interests of at least one-fourth of the 
residents of the territory, would be greatly piomoted by granting 
the prayer of your memorialists. ;

Of the Commissioners anpointed to erect a Penitentiary. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of Oregon Territory : 


In accordance with an act of the Legislative Assembly, passed 
January 26rthy 1853, an act supplementary to an act, entitled “An 
act to provide for the selection of places for the location and erec- 
tion of the Public Buildings of the Territory of Oregon,” requiring 
a report to be made by the Board of Cemmssioners to supermitend 
the erection of the Penitentiary, ask leave to report, as follows : 

The said board of commissioners met at Portland, O. T., (pur- 
mant to law), on the second Monday in Febrnary, 1853, ‘The 
board was organized by electing Win. M. King, Acting Commis- 
sioner, and Shubrick Norris, Secretary. : 

The board proceeded to examine the different points within the 
boundaries of the city of Portland, as to the proper place of locating 
the building for said penitentiary, and agreed upon blocks No.’s 106 
and 107, on the south line of the city of Portland, fronting the Wal- 
lametté river. 

_ The site sclected for the building was a high, rough, and timbered 
piece of land, requiring a large amount of labor in excavating and 
clearing the same. . The prmcipal reason which governed the com- 
missioners in the selection of this location, was the availability of a 
mountain stream, of pure water, which can be brought to any part 
of the building. The land selected for the location of the building, 
Nas purchased at the rate of one hundred and fifty dollars per lot, 
(comprising eight lots:and a fraction.) . 

The commissioners immediately advertised for proposals to clear 
and excavate the site selected forthe building of the penitentiary. 
Proposals were received for clearing the game, varying from nine 
hundred. dollars to thirty-five bundyéd déllats, and for excavating, 
from sixty cents per cubic yayuste three dollars per cubie yud. The 
whole work was Jet to WHE F: sh, absiaty cents per eubic yard 
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26 APPENDIX, 
for the excavation and nine hundred dollars for clearing. ‘This work 
was performed in the months of May and June, 1853. 

The commissioners then proceeded to adopt a plan for the construc. 
tion of the penitentiary, commencing with the north wing of the same; 
specifications and plans of which are hereunto annexed, marked A. 

The commissioners then advertised for proposals for furnishing 
mateiials, and building the north wing of the penitentiary: Propo 
sals were received, and the work let to the lowest bidder, for each 
kind of work, as follows: 

H. F. Jacobs & Co., the stone-work, at ‘$28 per perch of 16 1-3 
feet. Wm. H. Frush, the iron work, at 20 cents per pound. Field, 
‘Tripp & Hallock, the timber, at 18 cents per lineal foot, lumber $75 
per thousand feet, tin, per square, $20, copper, per pound, 50 cents, 
sash per light, 40 cents. É z 

The contractors for the stoné work, commenced immediately after 
the work was let, but in consequence of there being no fund, the 
work was suspended until the arrival of the money, by Gov. Davis, 
"The contractors are now making arrangements for active operations, 
immediately. i s 

The commissioners propose to lay a portion of the foundation, and 
erect some cells, before finishmg the foundation or outside walls. The 
reasons for coming to this conclusion were in consequence of the im- 
practicability to keep convicts, without some strong fire-proof building, 

We would call the attention of your honorable body to the 10th 
section of the law under which we act, requirmg the commissioners 
to appoint a keeper, &c., whose duty it is to receive all convicts, and 
keep them. There ig no provision by law tu pay the keeper, nor is 
there any provision to pay the expense of keeping such convicts, 
We hope some provision will be made, by law, to compensate such 
officer for his own services, and all necessary expenses incurred in 
keeping such convicts, as may, by law, be placed in his hands. 

There were at the organization of the board of commissioners, two 
convicts in Clark county. Notice was given to the board of com. 
missioners, that said convicts would be delivered according to law. 
‘Che board thereupon appointed G. D. R. Boyd, keeper. Before: 
said convicts could be delivered, they died. The county of Clarke 

‘has presented the bills for the keeping of said convicts, to the board 
of commissioners. We refer said bills to your honorable body, with- 
out an opinionas to their correctness, &c. oo" 

We, the commissioners, would respectfully call the attention of the 
legislative assembly to the fact, that duties are imposed by law, upon 
the acting commissioner and secretary, and no adequate provision is 
made for their compensation. Although such a construction might 
be put upon the law, yet we believe such compensation should be defi- 
nitely fixed by law.

proper ideas of fitness, convenience and architectural design; in de-

Materials. 


The commissioners believing, as well from the`act contemplating 
further appropriations fiom Congress, that it was not the intention 
of| the legislative assembly, as that the true interests of the territory 
forbade that a state house skould be erected of wood; but inferring 
on the contrary, that it was the wish and intent of the assembly for 
their commissioners to erect a permanent and substantial edifice, of 
a material combining the qualities of strength, durability and ele- 
gunce, the wall of which should alike be most impervious to the long 
rains of this climate, and least Hable to fracture, crumble and waste, 
in the event of a fire consuming a part or all the ihternal wood-work ; 
having before them examples oF the wasting, crumbling and disinte- 
gration of walls made of brick, which have been for ‘a few, years ex» 
pe to the humid atmosphere and long rains of Oregon winters ;. 

aving moreover upon an examination of the country in the vicinity 
of the capitol, made expressly for the purpose, discovered within a 
fow miles of the town of Salem, an inexhaustible quarry of very fine 
compact sand stone, and believing where in the material for the erec- 
tion of all public building, great durability, safety and fitness are 
sought for, that the best materials are always the cheapest, your com- 
missioners unanimously agreed upon the plan of constructing the 
public buildings of stone. 

The quarry from which the stone are to be selected is of a compact, 
unfurm and fine grit, lying in strata more or less irregular, E 
in part upon a steep hill-side, towards the south-east, from whence 
flow considerable sprińgs of water ; the firm, hardened and unfri able 
state of the exposed strata, where thus ‘subjected to the successive. 
actions of hot summer suns. and winter raing, amply proves the du- 
rability and disintegrating quality of the stone. - 

The stratification of this quarry is variegated in color from-a deeg 
sky blue to light buff or evén white, but it is mostly of the light but 
tolor, as seen In the stone of which the ashler blocks in the founda. 


v 


tiot are formed. - 

This stone, when first lifted from the quarry, is found to be easily” 
worked or tooled, and hardens rapidly on exposure to the sun; geve- 
ral blocks of large size have been taken out, one of which, forming » 
door sill two and a half feet wide, one Zoot thick, and nine feet long. 
maybe seen in the foundation work. 

It is proposed to build the entire external walls of ashler blocks of 
this stone, rubbed down smooth, neatly jointed, in regular courses of 
cual thickness, and with the joints in alternate courses in vertical 


height to be 2 feet thick, and the 2d story of 15 feet to be 18 inches 
thick. The whole to be constructed with bond or through stone, as 
shown in accompanying plans, (marked C and D). The arrange 
ment of the interior, the doors and windows, the trussed. girders for 
self-supporting floor, the antaes in the wall and pedestals for same, 
Will more particularly appear from tho plans herewith submitted.

Present state. of the work. 


In-entering upon tlie discharge of their duties, the commissioners 
found that a contract had already been entered into by and between 
the former commissioners and Charles Bennett, Esq., for the con 
struction of the atone foundation of a state house, and that the con. 
tractor had performed some work under the same. « Your commis 
sioners, therefore, in order to facilitate the progress of the work, and 
moreover doubting the propriety of annulling any contract already 
entered into in good faith, although sùch power and authority was 
by the act appointing them, conferred upon the commissioners, pro- 
ceeded to observe and on their part perform the said contract, alter. 
ing the terms thereof only so much as was requisite to conform to 
the provisions of the law for drawing drafts upon the Governor of 
the territory, as the work progressed, instead of the payment of 
money directly by the commissioners to the contractor, as was provi- 
ded under the former board, and further to adopt the quantity of 
work in said contract to tho sizo of a building as agreed upon by 
your commissioners. 

The work of the foundation ng it now stands, was completed m 
the 25th day of July, 1853. 

In excavating trenches for the wall, it was found necessary, from 
the nature of tite soil, to dig deeper than was originally intended; 
excavations were made from 3 to + feet in depth, and until a firm bed 
of compact indurated clay and gravel was found throughout the whole 
external trenches and the main cross trenches., The wall below th 
surface of thé ground is built of the common basalt rock found in the 
immediate vicinity of Salem. 

The lower or base course is constructed of large flat stones, each 
block at least 3 fect long, and of proportionate width and thickness, 
lain, crosswise, edge to edge, under the entire length of outer walls 
and main cross walls; from thence to the lower cdge of the floor 
joists, or 3 feet above the surface of the ground, the outer walls ar 
2and 1 2 feet thick, thence to the top of water table 2 fect thick. 

Thè pilasters for the bases of antaes project from the main wall 10 
and 1-2 inches for the entire height of wall, and present each a front 
of 5 feet in width. ‘I'he main cross and parti walls to support joists 
of lower floor are all 2 feet thick, and the whole is lain in well wrought 
mortar. 

The measurement of these foundation walls amounts to 488 perch 
and 12 and 1-4 feet, which at $21, per perch, the contract price, 
made the sum due contractor $9,213 87 ; of this sum $800 was re- 
tained by the Board for the future beveling of the water table, snd 
for replacing some defective stone ; for the balance, $8,912 87 drafts 
were drawn upòti the Governor, from time to time, as the work pro 
gressed, and duly receipted for by thé contractor. i 

Your commissioners further proceeded in accordance with the law, 
to advertise for sealed proposals fur the building of thé walls of i 
state house of stone ; and on the dSthday of May, they awarded the 
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entire stene-work to W. C. Griswold, (he being the lowest accepted 
bidder), at $30 per perch for the furnishing of all materials, andthe 
construction of the entire stone walls. 5 : 

At the time of awarding the work aforesaid, it was the intent and 
t2rms of the contract thereupon entered into by the commissioners 
and the contractor, that so much of the work as could be done within 
ihe appropriation heretofore made by Congress, should be progressed 
with and fully performed, on or before the first-day of Decembcr,1853. 

But the failure of the reecipt, by the Executive, of the money 
appropriated for the work, and the consequent embarrassment and 
uncertainty which hung over the whole matter, until the late arrival 
af the Governor, John W. Davis, with the fand, of all which your 
honorable body are fully cognizant, put an entire stop to the prose- 
cution of the work. i

made to them, for educational purposes, by Congress. 


„It is unnecessary here to inquire whether Doctor McLoughlin has,

. The commissioners of the penitentiary have the honor to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of a copy of the resolutions which passed the House 
of Representatives Jan. 18th, 1854, and the Council, Jan. 16th, 
1854, and in answer, would respectfully submit the following report): 
To the first resolution, we answer : ‘That the annexed account, 
(marked A), will show the amount of money paid from the peniten. 
tiary fuml; the dates of payment, and the names of all persons to 
whom said money has beew paid. i 
Answer to the second resolution: To Wm. H. Frush was paid the 
sum of $900 dollars for cutting and clearing from the land the tim- 
ber and stumps, and making the selected site ready for excavation. 
The balance of the amount paid him was upon account of excavating 
3,833 1-3 cubic yards, at 60 cents per cubic yard. No materials 
for the construction of the building have been delivered, except a 
quantity of stone, for which no money has yet been paid by the com- 
missioners. ‘I'he amount paid A. B. Hallock was for drafting ground 
plan, making speċifications and working plans for said penitentiary, 
for which he was allowed at the rate of $10 per diem; for drafting 
paper, board, &c.. The amount paid to J. O, Waterman was for 
advertising in the Times for bids tor contracts for the clearing of the 
land, making the required excavations, for plans of building, and 
erecting and finishing the penitentiary. ‘The like amount was paid 
to S. J. McCormick for like advertisements in-the Commercial. A 
like amount was paid to Asahel Bush for same advertisements, less 
by $5 for advertisement of notice of meeting of commissioners, not 
published in the Statesman ; the sum of $12 was paid to said Bush, 
tor 400 blanks, printed by order of the commissioners. ‘The amount 
paid T. J. Dryer was for advertising in the Oregonian, for plans of 
building, and bids for erecting and furnishing materials for ‘finishing 
said pemtentiary. The amount paid D. H. Lowurdale was for two 
days services surveying site of penitentiary, at the rate of $10 per 
day- The amount paid N. C. Startevant was for services in looking 
for stone before commissioners decided to build with stoné. ‘The 
à 
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amount paid Shubrick Norris was for services as commissioner fifty 

days, at the rate of $5 per day, and for performing duties of secre- 

tary to the board of commissioners, as per allowance of said board } 
and to cash paid for account books and stationery for board of com- 
missioneise The amount paid Samuel Parker was for services‘ as 
commissioner 24 days at $5 per day. The amount paid W. M. King 
was for services as commissioner 50 days, at $5 per day, and to his 
account for services as acting commissioner, T5 days, at $5 per day. 

Answer to third resolution: The lots or pacels of land on which 
is located the penitentiary, comprises eight lots of 50 by 100 feet 

each. Four of said lots were purelased of, and granted by D. H. 
Lownsdale and wife, ‘at the price of $150 for cach and’ every lot. 
Two lots were purchased of and granted by Thomas Stephens, at the 
price of $150 for each lot. ‘Iwo lots were purchased of and gianted 
by Wm. M. Krug, at the price of 150 dollars for cach lot; adjoin- 
ing the southeiu boundary line of the aforementioned lots, is a street 
60 feet wide by 200 feet deep, which has been worked and prepared 
with said lots for the pefitentiary. The commissioners have taken 
the fractional block, number 106, on the plat of the town of Port- 
land; the said fractional block adjoins the last mentioned strip of 
lund, and measures from its south-west corner 66 feet in a southerl 
vourse, thence turning and running in a noi th-cast direction 175 feet, 
intersecting with said last mentioned strip of land: Said fractional 
block has been woiked and prepared for said penitentiary. At the 
tiye it was included as a pait of the site for said penitentiary, it 
was owned hy Wm. W. Chapman. Since the improvements have 
been marde, we learn it bas been transferred by said Chapman to one 
Stephen Coffin, who now clauis to own the same; with him, we, the 
commissioner's, have not made any price, or obtained a grant thereof. 

Auswer to the fourth resolution: The title acquired of D.H Gowns; 
dale and wife, to the aforesaid Tots, purchased of them, is hy deed of 
general warranty. The title acquired of Wm. M. Kmg’and Thos.

Your memorinlists, the Ligislative Assembly of the Territory ‘of 
Oregon, respectfully represent that nearly all of the lands ‘suscepti: 


ble of cultivation, open for settlement west of the Cascade moun- 


tains in stid territory, under.the provisions of the act of Congress, 
approved Sept. 27th, 1850, making donations to actual settlers there- 
on, have been entered upon and claimed; that in the older. settled 
portion of the territory, the lands are held mostly by occupants en- 
titled to the donation of a full section, or 640 acres, and who are 
already, according to the proyisions of said act of Congress, entitled 
to a patent to the same. Many of. said settlers are in possession of 
more land than, they wish, for the purposes of cultivation, and are 
desirous of disposing of the same, and there are many immigrants, 
who, on their arrival in this territory, would prefer to purchase lands 
in the midst of the settled portion of the country, but on account of 
a proviso in the 4th section of said act of congress, no person enti 
tled to the benefit of said act, can make a valid contract for the sale 
of any lands to which he may be entitled under said law, until he 
may have received a patent therefor. 

This restriction in the law tends_to prevent the settlement of 


towns, and the occupation, by capitalists, of the numerous mill priv- ‘ 


ileges and manufacturing sitesin this territory, as well as to the re- 
tarding of the gencral growth of the country, and the prosperity of 
commerce. 

Your memorialists would therefore pray your honorable body to 
pass an act so amending the said act of congress, making .donations 
‘of land to settlers, as to provide that the certificate of the surveyor 
general, or other proper officer, that the provisions of the law hare 
been complied with, shall be held as prima facie evidence of title, 
upon which the person entitled to the lands therein described, may

“none other than township lines shall be run where the land is deemed 
unfit for cultivation? But regions will -be settled as towns on 
the outlets of our rivers, or sites for lumbering enterprises, or milling 
purposes, where if will be impracticable, either to run township lines, 
or to make the smaller subdivisions. It is therefore, desirable that 
an amendment be made to said iw, providing. for survey wherever 
the settler locates, upon his application, and at bis’ owi expense, and 
by this means the sutvey will be accomplished in such regions, with- 
nd Goat ae goveramienh, and in & mauñer suited to the wants of 
the people. i 

And S doubts have arisen under the 8th section of said act 
of Sept. 1850, as to whether the widow and other heirs of any set- 
tler who may have died in possession of any land in .this territory, 
before the expiration of the four years continued residence required 
by- said act, can without further residence thereon, obtain a patent 
therefor, your memorialists pray that a law may be passed detlaring 
that proof of compliance with the conditions of said act, up-to the 
time of the death of such settler, shall be sufficient to entitle such 
widow and heirs to the patent without further residencd on said land.
